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SUPPLEMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed July 9, 2004, has been received and will be entered. The text of 
those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found in a prior Office 
action. Please note that "hydroperoxides" is misspelled in claims 1, 24, 27, and 31. 

2. All of applicant's arguments regarding both of the 103 rejections of record have been 
fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the prior art references do not 
teach the claimed invention because the prior art references do not teach that the mechanism of 
action is blocking DNA-adduct formation, or blocking DNA-adduct formation, scavenging free 
radicals, quenching lipid hydroperoxides, and selectively inhibiting COX-2. However, the fact 
that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the 
suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would 
otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 
The prior art references taken together are considered to teach the claimed invention for the 
reasons discussed in the previous Office action. Thus, the claimed mechanism of action would 
naturally result in the method taught by the combination of the prior art. Therefore, the claims as 
amended are properly rejected under 103.
